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ONE-THIRD OF ESTATE 
IS LSFT TO THE WIDOW 
Velerans of the Confederacy 
Begins Today, 


DOORS OF TEXAS CITY 
OPEN FOR THE HEROES 


Thousands Have Already Arrived 
and Other Thousands Are En 
Route—Veterans Take the 
Fair Grounds and 
Light Campfires. 


Dallas, Tex., April 21.—The twelfth an- 
nual reunion of the United Confederate 
Veterans, despite the repeated announce- 
ment that it does not begin until to- 
morrow, is now under way. It began 
early today and gained strength and en- 
thusiasm as the day passed. It was not 
officially recognized as the twelfth an- 
nual reunion—that comes tomorrow at 10 
@. m.—on its way twenty hours in ad- 
vance of the programme, and it was at- 
tendeal by many inconveniences, but it 
was a reunion in full swing nevertheless. 

Tonight it is estimated that there are 
45,000 visitors in the city and to quote 
Mayor Cabell, ‘‘It fairly makes the city 
limits bulge.’’. Of these it is said 4,000 are 
" keen-eyed, strong-limbed men, who forty 
years ago carried the stars and bars in 
splendid heroism on many a glorious bat- 
tle field. Gons of veterans, sponsors, 
maids. of honor, sons, wives and daugh- 
ters, each with some badge showing pride 
of confeiierate deeds, make up the total 
mentioned. 

The wnofficial opening of the reunion 
came about throvwgh stress of numbers. 
Delegation ‘after delegation of veterans 
marched from the various depots to the 
fair grounds, which have been converted 
into a magnificent camp, Only to be met 
with the announcement Qhat the grounds 
were not to be opened till tomorrow. A 
small army of workmen was still busy 
putting up tents and clearing the grounds, 
and it was said that matters could not 
be put in shape until tomorrow. 

Colonel Siaughter, president of the Tex- 
as Reunion Association, told the veter- 
ans that the first duty of a soldter is to 
obey and that they had been ordered to 
report April 22, and not before. ‘‘We are 
making exhaustive preparations to care 
for you in a way you will remember 
with pleasure,’’ said he, ‘but we're.not 
now in the right shape to entertain com- 
pany.”’ 

Reunion Practically Under Way. 

Later in the day it was found necessary 
to admit the veterags, and thus the re- 
union got under way in spite of all efforts 
to keep it within the bounds laid down 
by those in charge. The greatest good 
nature prevailed everywhere. There was 
not a single sign of conflict. The veterans 
admitted without reservation that the un- 


prepare@ness was to be expected undor 
the circumstances, the local committee 
abandoned red tape when the size of the 
army of “sooners’’ became apparent. 
Tents went up as if by magic, and by 
early afternoon the fair grounds had be- 
come a tented city sufficient to accom- 
modate 12,000 men. Load after load of 
cots and biankets passed through the 
etreets to the cantonment and tonight it 
was said that the veterans who were 
once again afield were enjoying all camp 
mecessities and that tomorrow they woutd 
he in possession of camp luxuries. Work- 
men tonight were still at work on the 
grounds and putting the finishing touches 
on tthe buildings which are to be used, 
but this was no hindrance to the singing 
of the old soldiers, nor of the exchanging 
of reminiscences. ) 

The railway depots and the hotels were 
the busiest places in Dallas, except the 
cantonment. At the stations the plat- 
forms were crowded all day and far into 
the night with increasing guests and the 
people there to meet them. So nearly in- 
cessant was the arrivai of tne toads of 
human freight that the railway officials 
found it necessary to clear the yards of 
all freight cars. Consequently freight 
destined for Dallas and other Texas 
points fe scattered about the limits of the 
city with a prospect of staying there at 
least tll Wednesday. Many trains were 
late, but on the whole it is said that the 
immense traffic is being haXiled with a 
promptness remarkable under the cir- 
cumstances. 

Decorations Everywhere. 

As to decorations, visitors declare that 
at no reunion has this feature been given 
more attention. Not a building in the 
down-town district is without its bunt- 
ing or flags, and the great majority have 
both in profusion. Electric lights and 
portraits of the southern generals whose 
dDrilliance has given them a place in the 
world’s history, appear everywhere. The 
whole scheme of decoration was placed 
in the hands of an expert, who rot only 
surpasse:] himself on individiwal struc- 
tures, but blended the whole mass in a 
harmonious sea of fluttering color. Among 
the flags on many uouses appears a 
white one, this signifies that inside lodg- 
ings are to be had. The idea belongs 
to former Governor ‘‘Barney’’ Gibbs, who 
peized upon it when a fear became prev?- 
lent that Dallas would not be able tv 
house her visitors. To hang out the 
white flag came as an appeal to civic 
pride of the citizens of Dallas. They 
were urged to join in the attempt to show 
that Dallas hospitality is equal to any ijn 
the south with its reputation for hosp!- 
tality: 

Tonight a fizurative “standing room 
only” sign is out in many homes where 
this embiem of hospitality showed, and by 
tomorrow night it is expected that this 
curious f@ature of the decoration will be 
absent, 

‘Ten thousand veterans are expected and

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Remainder To Be Divided Share and 
Share Alike Among the Chil- 
dren—Most of the Estate 
Is in Gilt-Edged 
Securities. 


Washington, April 21.—The will of the 
late Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage was filed 
here today. It leaves an estate of more 
than $300,000, of which about $250,000 is in 
personal property, consisting of secured 
notes, United States 4 per cent bonds, 
stock and cash in bank, furniture, pic- 
tures and household effects. The real 
estate is worth about $530,000, comprising 
his home, No. 1400 Massachusetts ave- 
nue, in this city, and property in East 
Hampton, Long Island, and in his for- 
mer home, Brooklyn. . 

The ‘Washington Loan and Trust 
Company is named as executor and to- 
day petitioned the district supreme 
court to admit the will to probate. All 
the heirs at law are said to be entirely 
satisfied and have consented to the pro- 
bate. The will gives ‘the widow's 
third’ to Mrs. Talmage and the re- 
mainder share and share alike to all 
of this children and their lineal de- 
scendants. The will is dated February 
3, 1898. 

The heirs at law aire as follows: The 
widow, Mrs. Eleanor M. Talmage, of 
this city, and his children, Mrs. Jessie 
T. Smith and Mrs. May Mangam, both 
of Brooklyn: Mrs. Edith T. Donnan, 
Richmond, Va.; Frank DeWitt Talmage, 
Chicago; Miss Jennie C. Talmage, of 
this city, and Mrs. Maude T. Wickoff, 
Cape Vincent, N. Y. 

Dr. Talmage’s widow, his son, Frank 
DeWitt Talmage, of Chicago, and Dr. 
Louis Klopsch, of Brooklyn, are up- 
pointed literary trustees under a codic*l. 
The will gives to the son, Frank, all the 
books, manuscripts and copyrights 
thereon now or hereafter secured in 
trust to superintend, manage and con- 
trol the printing, publishing and _ sale 
and gives his son exclusive control of all 
contracts existing at the time of the 
testator’'s death relating to all literary 
work with full and unrestricted au- 
thority to fulfill and enforce them for 
the benefit of the estate. 


PALMA TALKS OF HIS PLANS. 


President-Elect Tells How He Pro- 
poses To Govern Cuba. 
Havana, April 21.—President-elect Pal- 
ma and his party left Gibara this after- 
noon for Holguin. . The president-elect 

landed at Gibara yesterday. 

In an tnterview Senor Estra Palma saiad 
he would combine the Cuban postal and 
telegraph services under one head and 
make General Fernando Figuere director 
of the united department. He has decided 
to appoint Juan Rios Rivera chief of Cu- 
ban customs; Carlos Zaldo, secretary of 
state and Senor Yere, secretary of in- 
struction. 

The president-elect said he regarded the 
Spanish element in Cuba as an indespen- 
sable factor in the happiness of the future 
republic.

Convention Meets Today. 

The convention of the United Confeder- 
ate Veterans will be called to order in the 
auditorium at 10 o'clock tomorrow morn- 
ing by Major General K. M. Van Zandt, 
commanding the Texas division of the as- 
sociation. The division is the largest one 
in the country. 

The two largest camps are lomated near 
Dallas and have a roster of d@bout 1,800 
men. The comparative proximity of these 
and other large camps to Dallas had 
much to do with the selection of Dallas 
for the reunion and accounts for the 
large Ttumber of veterans now in the city 
or on their way here. 

The Sons of Veterans’ convention wil] 
begin Wednesday in one of the fair 
grounds buikiings. It is said the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, although mem- 
bers are present in large force, will hold 
no set convention, confining themselves 
chiefiy to entertaining the veterans and 
the Sons of Veterans at receptions and 
other functions. Many attended § the 
opening of the avditoritum, Paderewski 
being the attraction with a benefit for the 
reunion fund. 

General Moorman, adjutent general of 
the United Confederate Veterans, today 
received a telegram from General Fitz- 
hugh Lee, who is at San Antonio. Gen- 
eral Lee stated he would nct be able to 
attend the reunion, owing to the fact that 
his son had heen ordered to leave within 
three days for a distant post. Much re- 
gret was expressed that the distinguish- 
ed member of the Lee family could not 
be present.

Mayfield and Phillips Meet Skidmore 
and Johnson in Battle to Death. 
Mortally Wounded, the 
Combatants Fired 
Again and Again. 


Vinita, Ind. T., April 21.—In a fight be- 
tween cattlemen west of Collinsville, in 
the Cherokee nation, William Phillips was 
killed instantly and William Mayfield, 
Jess Skidmore and Lige Johnson were 
mortally wounded. All are non resident 
cattlemen who own pastures near Oola- 
gah, not far from CollinsviHe. The fight 
was the. result of an old feud between 
Skidmore and Mayfield, which had its 
origin in a court contest cver some graz- 
ing land, 

All four men were in Collinsville during 
the day heavily armed and apparently 
expecting trouble. Late in the afternoon 
Skidmore and Johnson left for Oolagah 
and «2 few miles west met Mayfield and 
Phillips awaiting them by the roadside. 
Without any preliminary words, Mayfield 
leveled his shotgun and fired at Skidmore, 
who received the load in the right breast. 
As the wounded man reeled from his sad- 
die he turned his gun on Phillips, who 
had also raised his gun to fire at him. 
and shot him through the henrrt. As 
Skidmore fell from this horse, Mayfield 
turned his gun on Johnson and the two 
men fired simultaneously Mayfield was 
wounded in the shoulder and Johnson tn 
the side. Though desperately wounded, 
the men fired again and again, every shot 
taking effect. 

Friends who had feared trouble and who 
had followed Skidmore iand Johnson from 
Collinsville arrived at this juncture and 
prevented the wounded men from fnish- 
ing their fight. 

The wounded men and the body of 
Phillips were taken into Collinsville. Skid- 
more’s wounds were pronounced fatal, 
and little hope is given for the recovery 
of the others. 

The presence in Collinsville of a lange 
number of armed men, friends of both 
sides, has led the authorities to take pre- 
cautions to prevent a possible clash be- 
tween. them.

Chicago, April 21.—‘‘Mules will continue 
to be shipped to South Africa as long 
as the Almighty rules America,” de- 
clared General Sir Robert Stewart, an 
officer of high rank in the artillery 
branch of the British army, who arrived 
in Chicago today. “England is not at 
all talarmed over the investigation at 
New Orleans,"’ continued General Stew- 
art. ‘‘There is no denying that mules 
and horses are shipped to South Africa 
by our government and it is nonsense 
to talk of stopping it. We probably wil! 
begin shipping your mustangs to South 
Africa also.”’ 

Wien General Stewart returns to 
London he will report favorably on the 
adaptability of the mustang for the use 
of the British airmy. While here he has 
srranged for the -purchase of hundreds 
of the wiry Httle animals should his 
government act favorably on his re- 
port. 


GREAT FIRE RAGES IN LONDON. 


Tweny Firms Burned Out and Two 


Firemen Injured: 

London, April 21.—London firemen, un- 
der Commnnder Wells, are at present en- 
gaged in fighting a conflagration on Bar- 
bican, E. Cc. A dozen huildings, inclod- 
inz warehouses and shops, are involved. 

The Barbican fire was one of the big- 
gest since the famous Cripple Gate fire 
of November, 1897. It began in Mac- 
Queen manufactory and rapidly spread 
to the opposite side of the street, the 
wind fanning the flames and the burning 
embers falling in all directions. Three 
hundred fireman and forty fire engines 
were engaged at midnight in preventing 
the further spread of the flames. The 
flames were visible for many miles. 

Altogether three large warehouses on 
the south side of Australtan avenue, two 
on the north side and buildings on both 
sides of New Zealand avenue were gutted. 
Twenty firms and skops were burned out, 
Two firemen were injured. ‘

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- Pitsburg Given No Chance 
fo Escape 


ORIGIN OF DISASTER 
VOLVED IN MYSTER 


Sensationa] Reports Circulated in Re- 
gard to Incendiarism Are Not 
Credited—Half of the 145 
: People on Board Are 

Missing.

Cairo, Ills., April 21.—After searching 
two days, the death roll of the burned 
steamer, City of Pittsburg, has not been 
reduced any from the first reports. Of 
the 145 people on the boat when it burned 
about half are still missing and tonight 
no further hope for them is expressed. 
The books and valuables of the boat, 
crew and passengers are still in the ruins. 
The wreck is above water and still 
smoldering tonight. Owing to the heated 
condition of the hull search for those 
cremated in it has not been begun and 
very few of the bodies of those who are 
drowned have been recovered, owing to 
the swift current at the scene of the dis- 
aster. 


Court of Inquiry. 


At the court of inquiry today over the 
bodies of Captain Sylvester Doss and Miss 
Maria Tissin a verdict was rendered that 
the former came to death from exhaustion 
end the latter from inhaling smoke anil 
nothing was sce > as to the origin, 
cause or responsibility for the disaster. 
Captain Phillips testified that he could 
not account for the origin of the fire un- 
less an electric wire had started it. He 
stated that so far as he knew there were 
fifty-six Hves lost. The coroner was ad- 


vised of other bodies being recovered at 
distances from this city, but none of 
them has bee# identified. 

Sensatiorval reports have been circulated 
about an alleged quu«rel between the offi- 
cers of the steamer and the roustabouts 
and that the fire may have been of in- 
cendiary origin, but no credence is given 
to these reports. , 

Many stories have been told today by 
survivors of their thrilling experiences 
escaping from the burning decks and 
gome of them are of a most startling 
character. The victims were froin points 
along the Ohio valley and-they have left 
a trail of bereavement frem Pittsburg to 
the Mississippi. 

Many of those who were brought to this 
city are suffering ffom injuries, exposure 
and fright. The number aboard was about 
equally divided between passengers and 
crew, the latter suffering thé greater loss 
in casualties. The names of many of the 
“roustabouts’’ were not known and the 
number drowned or burned is not likely 
ever to be ascertained. 

Story of the Disaster. 


G. M. Ellis and Fred Connell, two news- 
paper men of this place, who were the 
first on the agcene from Cairo yesterday 
ard sent to May.r Wright for aid, have 
been investigating the disaster and report 
as follows: 

“The City of Pittsburg, with a crew of 
seventy-nine and a passenger list, which 
included sixty-six men, women and chil- 
dren, was on her way from Cincinnati to 
Memphis. At 4:05 a. m., at a point 3 miles 
above Turners Landing, fire was discover- 
ed in the forward hatches. This was ap- 
parently seen about the same instant by 
the engineer on watch and the first mate, 
Arthur Shriver. The former directed .a 
deek hand to open a valve which would 
turn on the water for the purpose of 
flooding the hold. The deck hand ex- 
claimed that the valve was red hot, indi- 
cating that its connection below was in 
contact with the flames. 

‘‘Mate Shriver was just going on watch. 
Seeing the flames, he rushed to the roof 
and shouted to Pilot Harry Doss that the 
boat was on fire and to run to shore with 
all speed. Then he hurried back to. the 
cabin and. aided in arousing the sleeping 
passengers. The big bell was rung four 
times in quick succession and then with 
one continuous clang. 


Rapid Spread of Flames. 


“By this time, brief though it was, the 
forward part of the boat was in flames. 
Pilot Doss remained bravely at his post 
until the bow of the boat struck the bank. 
Then he rang the bélls for the engines 
to stop. The “Texas’ beneath him was 
blazing and he was enveloped in smoke. 
He leaped into the river and swam 
ashore. Wesley Doss, his aged father, 
and an old-time pilot, who was making 
a trip for pleasure, alSo sprang into the 
river and, despite his 67 years, swam 
ashore in safety, but died a few minutes 
later from exhaustion and excitement. 
His body was brought to Cairo. 

“The flames spread with such rapidity 
that passengers had no time to dregs, but 
they rushed to the guards, and while 
many sprang overboard to take their 


chances between death by drowning or 
death by burning, others were assisted 
into a yawl by Mate Shriver and Sailor 
Ed B. Holly. The latter had climbed one 
of the supports that kept the yawl sus- 
pended, cut the ropes and dropped the 
boat into the river, when it was filled 
with. women and children and hurriedly 
taken ashore, fourteen persons at a time. 
Several trips were made, but finally it 
became impossible to approach the burn- 
ing steamer and the two men set them- 
selves to saving those who were afloat. 
Quite a number were rescued a mile or 
two below the wreck.” . 


How the Baby Was Saved 


Captain J. M. Phillips, master of the 
boat, cannot give any explanation of the 
fire,. but thinks it possible the insulation 
of one of the electric wires may have 
been cut and the wire exposed. Captain 
Phillips floated ashore on a feed trough, 
his imbs having become cramped, ren-

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Concern Was Valued at $15,000 to 
$20,000 and Fully Covered by 
Insurance—Was Located 
on Belt Railroad Near 
Waterworks. 


The plant of the American Chemical 
Company, located on the belt railroad 
near the Hemphill station of the, water 
works, was totally destroyed by fire last 
night. The plant was valued at $15,000 
or $20,000 and was fully covered by in- 
surance. 

There is no water supply at the place 
and the fact that it is beyond the city 
limits and cut of reach of the fire de- 
partment, gave the flames full sway. 

The fire was discovered shortly after 10 
o'clock and burned brightly umtil an 
early hour this morning. The plant was 
one of the largest concerns of its kind 
in this section and covers about an acre 
of grourd. It consisted of one large 
main building, a three-story frame struc- 
ture, and three smaller auxiliary frame 
structures, each one story in height. The 
buildings are located in close proximity 
to each other and the flames quickly 
spread over the entire plant. The fact 
that the buildings were frame structures 
rendered them easy prey to the fire, 

The origin of the fire is unkncwn. The 
plent has been in operation day and night 
and as soon as 'the blaze was discovered, 
efforts were made to extinguish it. It 
soon gained such headway, however, that 
these endeavors were futile. As there 
were no facilities for fighting the fire, 
nothing could be done to check it. The 
only resistance offered to the flames was 
by a bucket brigade and ‘this formed no 
serious obstacle. , 

The plant was constructed seven years 
ago and employed about seventy-five men. 
J. C. Clark, of Atlanta, is president of the 
concern. An effort was made last night 
to see Mr. Clark, but he is 11] at his resi- 
dence d the doctors had given instruc- 
tions that he should not be disturbed.

President Shaffer said that at the open- 
ing of the strike the Amalgamated Asse-

out the assistance of other organizatiors, 
but they naturally locked for some as- 
sistance from the American Federation of 
Laher. They were on the highway to 
success until the circulaticn of inalicious 
lies by the newspapers cf thé ‘country, 
which bred doubt in the minds of their 
own. members, and there was desertion 
from the ranks and scabbing. 

The American Federation of Labor con- 
tributed not a single cent to the assist- 
ance of the association and the flints, 
the win.iow blowers, the bottle blowers 
and the pottery workers «lone gave 
through the national lodges. 

They received nothing through the ni- 
ticnal lodge of the mine workers, but 
the association received much assistance 
from local iodges of many organizations, 
and this, he hoped, would never be for- 
gotten by the Amalgamated Association. 
When it was seen that through lack of 
money and loss of public approval and 
desertion by hundreds of the association's 
own people, they were doomed to meet 
with something short of decisive victory, 
an agreement was made with Mr. Gomp- 


ers, president of the American Federation 


Of Labor, to meet J. P. Morgan and 
endeavor to effect a settlement. Mr. 
Morgan forsook the pleasures of a va- 
cation, went to New York and waited 
the coming of Mr. Gompers, but that 
gentleman never appeared. In conclusion 
it is said he expressed his willingness 
to give up the executive office whenever 
he was deemed an inefficient officer by 
the members of the association, and that 
he had ever had its best interests at 
heart,

Bought and Negotiations Are 
Pending Which May Result _ 
in Purchase of Two 
Other Plants. 


The Constitution presents this morning 
the first authoritative statement of the 
exact status of the ice combine which is 
now in process of formation in Atlanta. 

This information comes from Ernest 
Woodruff, who is one of the largest»stock- 
holders in the company that is to own and 
control the entire output of the plar§s 
that are to.come under the management 
of the combine. . 

It is stated that there will be no in- 
crease in the price of ice, and that the 


deal has the remetest resemblance to an’ 


ice trust is emphatically denied, 
Four Companies in One. 

The new company is composed of fifty 
well-known business men of the city. 
About a month ago the People’s Ice Cém- 
Pany was purchased, and yesterday the 
Atlanta Ice Company was also bought. 
Negotiations are now pending which are 
expected to result in the purchase of the 
Keily Ice and Coal Company and the 
Woolfolk Ice Company. 

It is announced that, although under 
one management, all the plants will be 
operated, and that no one will be thrown 
out of employment because of the new 


order of things. Mr. Woodruff says the 


company can operate four plants mucha 
cheaper than the plants can be operated 
independently, and that there will be no 
incentive to raise the price of the 
product. 

The first authoritative statement from 
any of those connected with the new con- 
cern was made by Ernest Woodruff to 
The Constitution yesterday. Mr. Wood- 
ruff said two companies had been secured, 
and that two others, he hoped, would be 
bought within the next few days. 

No Trust, Says Woodruff. 

“This, however, does not mean that 
there will be an ice trust,” said he. “All 
the plants will be operated as usual, and 
the price of ice will not be increased this 
summer, as has been intimated. We find 
that we can operate four plants under 
one management considerably cheaper 
than if each plant was operated inde- 
pendently. 

‘“‘We have no idea of charging any more 
for ice than was charged last year. There 
is a regular scale of prices in f®rce, and 
we see no reason why we should not ad- 
rere to that scale. The price a man pays 
depends entirelf’ upon the amount of ice 
he purchases at one time. The same ap- 
plies to almost every other product on the 
market.”’ 

The matter is of the greatest. interest 
to every household in Atlanta. Some 
time ago, when it was rumored an ice 
trust would be formed here, and that the 
price of ice would doubtless, in conse- 
quence, be forced skyward, considerable 
apprehension was felt by the people, par- 
ticularly among the laboring classes, to 
whom cheap ice means so much. 

The assurance that there need be no 
fear of an increase in price will doubtless 
come as most welcome news to a great 
number of persons. The new company 
asserts that not only will the price not 
be put up, but also that. the service in 
supplying ice throughout the city will be 
continued as in the past. That this ser- 
vice may be improved is a possibility. 

In the event the four plants named are 
brought under one management, a meet-

SOUTHERNERS IN HOUSE. 
DEFEND THEIR SECTION 


They Show That New England, While 
Pretending To Love the Negro, 
Denies Him the Rights 
Which South Is As- 
sailed for Refusing. 


Washington, Apri] 21.—The house today 
entered upon the consideration of the 
military academy appropriation ~ bill, 
which, in addition to the regular items, 
contains provision for the extensive im- 
provement of the grounds and buildings 
at West Point. These improvements are 
to cost $6,500,000, a little over $3,000,000 of 
which is appropriated In the bilk Twen- 
ty-four of the thirty pages of the bill 
were completed. 

During the general debate on the mill- 
tary academy bill Mr. Gilbert, of Ken- 
tucky, precipitated a discussion on the 
race question, which was participated tn 
by Messrs. Gillett, of Massachusetts; 
Blackburn, of North Carolina; W. W. 
Kitchin, of North Carolina, and Mr. 
Gaines, of Tennessee. Mr. Cochran, of 
Missouri, and Mr. Gillett also discussed 
the question of alleged violation of the 
neutrality laws in connection with the 
shipment of mules and horses to South 
Africa. 

Mr. Cannon, chairman of the commit- 
tee on appropriations, characterized the 
proposed expenditure at West Point ae 
tbe ‘‘rankest kind of extravagance.” 

Mr. Hay, of Virginia, that the im- 
provement was necessary to accommo- 
date the large increase in the number of 
cadets which already had been provided 
for by law. 

Negro Question Sprung 

Mr. Gilbert, of Kentucky, took oecasion 
to reply to some remarks recently made 
by Mr. Gillett, of Massachusetts; Mr. 
Bromwell, of Ohio, and General Funston, 
which he thought reflected upon his state. 
In the Course of his remarks Mr. Gilbert 
said that in Kentucky, and, in fact, in 
all the south, they looked with supreme 
contempt upon the social equaNty of the 
races. The most ignorant white girl in 
his state, he said, would infinitely prefer 
to marry the lowest, meanest, most ig- 
norant white man in the world to the 
most cultivated negro in America. 

Gentlemen on the other side could not 
cry down the “taint in the blood.” He 
recalled the fact that when a colored 
man sat on the other side not one of his 
colleagues invited him to his house. The 
prejudice against social equality was as 
strong in the north as in the south, he 
declared, and all talk to the contrary was 
“hypocritical rot and rant.”’ 

Mr. Gilbert's remarks drew ae reply 
from Mr. Gillett, of Massachusetts. Mr. 
Gillett said he waa willing to admit the 
prejudice against the negro in New Eng- 
land. He thought that, perhaps, there 
was greater physical repugnance toward 
the negro there fhan in the south. But

BOUNTY CURE FOR CUBANS. 


Proposed in a Bill Introduced by Sen- 
ator Dietrich. 

Washington, April 21.—Senator Dietrich 
today introduced a bill providing that 
when the permanent government.of Cuba 
is established, the president is authorized 
to enter into such agreement with Cuba 
whereby the United States binds itself for 
the period of five years to pay to the 
government of Cuba a sum of, money 
equal to # per cent of the amount of tm- 
port duties collected during the fiscal year 
1988 on articles, .he growth and product 
of Cuba coming directly to the United 
States in American or Cuban bottoms; 30 
per cent in 1904, 26 per cent in 190, 20 per 
cent in 1906. and 15 per cent in 1907.

Regarding the Wefection of the Cunard, 
Allan, Anchor and’ French steamship 
linés, the Morgan views are as follows: 

“It remains to be seen whether they 
will come in. We think it is rather a 
good thing, in some respects, not to get 
everybody in at the beginning, the idva 
being that the nresent combine is qufte 
big enough to start with, and it is better 
to get it down to a practical, working 
basis before being too anxious to make a 
clean sweep.”’

These are based upon seemingly authen- 
tic information. One of these reports is 
that it is the purpose that the combina- 
tion shall consist of three groups, of 
which the Hamburg-American Steam 
Packet Company and the North German 
Lioyd company shall count for two and 
the Anglo-American lines for one. 

The future working of the combination 
appears to be provided for by a system 
which is largely automatic thus avoiding 
possibility of conflict in management.

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CHARCOAL AGE OF IRON KING. 


Why Russia Lags Behind in Steel 
and Pig Iron. 

New York Sun: Though Russia has al- 
most inexhaustible resources in iron ore, 
the country is not yet able to produce 
all the iron required by the home indus- 
tries. Business interests complain that 
metal and machinery manufactures are 
embarrassed because sq much iron and 
steel must stil] be imported. Mconomists 
say the country can never attain indus- 
trial independence till it can make all 
the iron and steel it needs. A scientifi-: 
commission, which has inquired into the 
causes for the slow development of iron 
production in the Urals, has just reported 
that the industry languishes On account 
of antiquated methods. Wood is the 
fuel used and as the forests have been 
felled far and wide around the smelters 
it is difficult to bring ore and fuel to- 
gether. There are no railroads, horses 
being still employed to carry ore and 
fuel. Consequently, though wages in 
Russia are excessively low, it costs more 
to produce pig iron in the Urals than ‘n 
the United States, where ore is carried

smelters of Ohio and Pennsylvahia. 

Forty mullion acres of forest lands al- 
lotted by the government to the iron in- 
dustries of the Urals are stili intact in 
the provinces of Perm and Ufa. In the 
opinion of the commission railroads 
should at once be built to connect the 
smelters with the forests, where large 
charcoal burning should be developed 
with a view entirely to supplant wood as 
fuel. Improvements in processes of pig 
iron manufacture, long ago adopted by 
western nations, are also suggested. The 
commission believes that the annual out- 
put of pig iron in the Urals, now about 
645,000 tons a year, may readily be in- 
creased to five times that quantity and 
that the prices of iron and steel, now 
artificially high, may be so greatly re- 
will be no market in 
Russia for importations. 

So the Urals may be advanced to the 
charcoal age of iron making. The‘ fuel 
used in making nine-tenths of our pig 
iron is coke, as this country discarded 
charcoal many years ago. '

NEGRO WAS IN PRISON 
FOR ALLEGED ASSAULT 


@risoner Was Identified by White 
Woman Claiming To Be Victim. 
' Search Made of Jail but 
' Negro Had Been Spir- 
¢ 7 ited Away. 


* Monroe, Ga., April 21.—(Special.)—The 
quietude of the Sabbath day was disturbed 
by the appearance of a body of men at 
the county jail here last evening seeking 
the life of Tutt Barker, alias Harris. The 
fen were in charge of a leader who halt- 
ed his men at the jail door and sent a 
committee to the jailer to demand the 
keys. The coming of the mob had been 
reported to Sheriff Arnold, and he pre- 
pered to defend his prisoner, but the 
citizens of the town prevailed upon him 
¢6 elude the mob, and by his vigilance 
Walton county was saved from a lynch- 
ing. 

At noon Saturday Sheriff Arnold receiv- 
ed a message that a Mrs. Daniel, living 
4 miles from town, had been brutally as- 
gaulted by an unknown negro. Having 
ordered the county’s bloodhounds sent to 
the place, the sheriff, accompanied by 
Deputy Harrison, hurried to the scene of 
the alleged assault. There had been a 
Gelay in delivering the message, and the 
trail was found too cold to run down the 
Cugitive. 

‘Mrs. Danie) was interviewed, and her 
gtatement was to the effect that the negro 
had suddenly appeared before her in the 
avoods 200 yards from her home and de- 
gnanded some milk which she was carry- 
{ng in a bucket. She refused to give up 
the milk, whereupon the negro threatened 
ito take the mfik from her. She told him 
that she had means of protecting herself 
and ran, the negro running away, also 
threatening to kill her if she told what 
thad occurred. 

Excitement Is Renewed 

When the details were reported here 
the excitement which had been increasing 
gubsided. The excitement was renewed, 
however, when at nightfall a citizen of 
the town reported that Mrs. Daniel had 
admitted to him that she had _ been 
ashamed to tell all the horrible details of 
the assault, and that the negro had ac- 
complished his purpose. Sheriff Arnold 
immediately returned, and during the 
might succeeded in finding and arresting 
the man whom Mrs. Daniel later identi- 
fied as her assailant. 

The committee from the mob was ad- 
qnitted into the jail by Deputy Harrison 
and made a thorough search. Believing 
that the sheriff was in hiding in the 
court house, the mob proceeded there, 
and had broken in several rooms in search 
before the officials could be notified. The 
search was continued, even penetrating 
the steeple, but to no avail. Finding that 
they had been balked, the mob dispersed 
@t an early hour this morning. 

Some doubt is felt as to the matter, 
owing to the different reports and the re- 
markable composure of the woman as- 
eaulted. Sheriff Arnold, who is one of the 
@tate’s most efficient officers, is being 
complimented upon his efficiency in ar- 
resting and protecting the prisoner,

Saturday morning. For more than a year 
Dr. Williams had been a sufferer from 
this disease. For elght months he tried 
to attend to his large practice in spite 
of the fact that he was suffering greatly. 
His death was not unexpected. He leaves 
a father, mother, a widow, six brothers 
and a sister. 
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“ARTIME PILOT. 
WAS CAPT. DOSS 


He Leaped from Steamer 
City of Pittsburg With His 
Clothes Ablaze. 


HE HELD GREAT RECORD 
AS MISSISSIPPI PILOT 


He Steered. Ram on This Stream Rur- 
ing the Civil War—He Also 
Had Acquired Some Repu- 
tation as Writer for 
the Newspapers. 


Paducah, Ky., April 91.—(Special.)—Af- 
ter surviving the worst perils of one of 
the greatest wars in history, Captain 
Wes Doss, of Cincinnati, in his declin- 
ing years died {n a steamboat disaster, 
when the City of Pittsburg was sudden- 
ly transformed from a floating palace 
to a flaming funeral pyre. Captain 
Doss went overboard with most of the 


others. 

He had lived through just such scenes 
before, for he served with the federal 
fleets in’ the hottest engagements on the 
Mississippi in the sixties. 

He was found dead at the edge of the 
shere. His head war above water and 
his hand clutched the bank. The rest 
of this body was submerged. He had 
succumbed to heart disease at the very 
moment when safety was at hand. It 
was a pitiable end for this war-worn, 
battle-marked veteran. His was the 
first body taken to Cafro on Sunday 
afternoon. 

Captain Wes Doss was the man with 
the greatest recor? of a pilot of the 
Mississippi rams during the civil war. 
He survived the co@test at Fort Pillow 
island, Memphis, Vicksburg and Port 
Hudson. His face was blown nearly off, 
carrying away the greater portion of 
his teeth, but he was still hale and 
though terribly scarred. 

He Was an Intrepid Pilot. 

He was at'the wheel of the ram Lan- 
caster on the burning of July 15, 1863, 
when the confederate ram Arkansas ran 
the gauntlet of the federal warships on 
the way from the moufh of the Yazoo 
to Vicksburg. 

On May 25, preceding this, Captain 
Doss, with a small squad of men, 
marched from Young’s Point, La., to 
a point opposite the lower end of Vicks- 
turg and conveyed the news to Ad 
miral Farragut that Commodore Porter 
was in a position to operate with him. 
Next day Farragut sent the frigate 
Richmond under pilotage of Captain 
Bourne to run the Vicksburg batteries 
and the venture was successful. 

He had some reputation as a news- 
paper writer of wrecks on the southern 
and western waters and was just put- 
ting the finishing touches on a book to 
be called ‘“‘Notable Disasters in the 
Mississippf.”’ 

Pilot Doss was in the pilot house of 
the Pittsburg when the fire broke out. 
Like Jim Bledsoe he held her agatnst 
the bank and then leaped overboard 
with his clothes afire. 


Asleep on Track, He Is Killed. 

Raleigh, N. C., April 21.—(Special.)—At 
Wyatt, a few miles from here, this after- 
noon a sectionmaster repairing the track 
sent out a flagman to warn the fast north 
bound trains. The flagman fell asleep on 
the track, was struck and instantly killed 
by the train he was sent to warn. 


Horses of Seventh Arrive 
Mobile, Ala., April 21.—Steamer Europa, 
from Havana, arriving this afternoon, 
brought 250 horses and sixty attendants. 
under command of Lieutenant Ginty, of 
the Seventh cavalry, bound for Chatta- 
nooga. 


Scalded to Death Under Engine. 

Birmingham, Ala., April 21.—(Special.) 
Yesterday afternoon, while working un- 
der an engine at the  Sloss-Sheffield 
furnaces in First avenue, John Hendon, 
a white man, was scalded to death. He 
was first struck by a broken piston rod, 
the escaping steam scalding him_ so 
badly that he died soon afterward. The 
remains were shipped to Springfield. 


To Build $25,000 Auditorium. 
Raleigh, N. C., April 21.—(Special.)— 
The last share of stock has been taken 
for a $25,000 auditorium at Winston- 
Salem. It will be the second /airgest 
auditorium in the state, the other being 
at Asheville.

Mills at Ral- 
eigh, Gastonia, Henrietta. Reidsville, Mt. 
Holly, Belmont, Tarboro and cther points 
in this state and Yorkville and Chester. 
S. C., are expected to go into this ar- 
rangement. Stockholders of large yarn 
mills are called to meet May 7 to vote on 
the sale. 


Spinners To Head Underwood. 

Charlotte, N.°C., April 21.—Three hun- 
dred southern yarn spinners are expected 
here Wednesday to hear the details of the 
proposal to be made by F. L. Underwood, 
of New York city, who wishes to form a 
trust or merger of the cotton yarn mills 
in the southern states and agrees to com- 
bine all the mills in a $60,000,000 company, 
to be incorporated under the laws of New 
Jersey.

Searching high 
and low, the visitor finally discovered the 
body, doubled and bent, so as to admit 
of such a disposition, and thrust into a 
dog kennel. The head had been crushed 
in and the throat had been cut.

It was found where a stout 
cudgel had been cut from a black gum 
tree near the houge, and it was with this 
that the woman was struck.

Fourth Ward Citizens Take Action in| 


Regard to Street Railway Routes. 


WILL CONFER WITH OFFICIALS 


Committee Appointed To Present Ap- 
peal to Railroad People—Con- 
templated Change of Boule- 
vard and Pormce de 
Leon Route. 


At a.mass meeting of fourtn ward citt- 
zens last night formal action was taken 
protesting against the proposed change 
of street railway routes in that ward, and 
a commiteee was appointed to confer with 
the officials of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company in an effort to secure a 
satisfactory adjustment of the matter. 

The committee is composed of well- 
known citizens of the fourth ward, and 
is as follows: Eugene M. Mitchell, chair- 
man. Charles T. Hopkins, Captain John 
A. Millér, Dr. C.'E. Murphy, L. B. Nel- 
son, R. C. Bosche, A. M. Shomo, Charles 
J. Vaughan, Dr. M.. K. Jenkins, H. Bb. 


Wey, Henry Lewis and John 8S. Parks. 


After a conference with the railroad offi- 


cials, the committee is to report back to 
another meeting of citizens. 

The meeting was held in the vacant 
store house at the corner of Jackson and 
Chamberlin streets, and was presided 
over by Attorney Eugene M. Mitchell. A 
large number of citizens of the ward were 
present, and the proposed change was 
freely discussed. 

The rumored antagonism between the 
north and south sides of the ward was 
shown to a slight degree, but the meet- 
ing adjourned amid a harmonious fee:- 
ing, and everybody appeared sperfectly 
willing to assist the south side in securiny 
the realization of its desires. It seems 
that some of the north side citizens fear- 
ed that if the south side carried its point 
the north side service would be molested. 
The contrary to this supposition, how- 
ever, was demonstrated. 

The change suggested by the railroad 
ecmpany is in reference to the Boulevard 
and Ponce de Leon springs line. At pres- 
ent this route is out Edgewood avenue to 
the Boulevard, thence out the Boulevard 
to Ponce de Leon.avenue and thence to 
the springs; then returning on Ponce de 
Leon avenue to Jackson street, along 
Jackson street to Edgewood avenue and 
thence into the center of the city. 

The railroad company contemplates ton- 
tinuing the Edgewood avenue line on out 
to Inman Park and to run the Ponce de 
Leon route out Forrest avenue to the 
Boulevard and thence to the springs. The 
Jackson street and Boulevard route would 
then be out Auburn avenue to the Boule- 
vard, thence to Highland avenue, then to 
Jackson street, and back Jackson street 
to Auburn avenue, making a shorter loop 
than now exists. 

It was the sense of the meeting that if 
the railroad company finds it impractica- 
ble to continue the through lines on the 
Boulevard and Jackson street to the 
springs, that then the loop be made by 
way of Edgewood avenue, the Boulevard, 
Forrest avenue, and then back Jackson 
street to Edgewood avenue, instead of 
Auburn avenue. 

The proposed Forrest avenue and Angier 
avenue routes were approved. 

Among those who discussed the matter 
were Chairman Mitchell, Charley Hop- 
kins, R. C. Bosche, Hamilton Douglas 
Captain John A. Miler, J. H. Glover: and 
others. Mr. Bosche finally introduced a 
resolution protesting against the proposed 


change, making certain requesfs, and pro- 


viding for the appointment of a commit- 
tee of twelve. Mr. Hopkins @ffered a sub- 
stitute, specifying the appointment of a 
committee and instructing them to do the 
best they can for the ward. The substi- 
tute was accepted and adopted. The com- 
mittee was afterwards appointed.

ATLANTA, GA., April 22, 1902. 
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The Athens Conference. 

The last days of the present week 
will witness a notable gathering of 
distinguished men of the north and 
south in Achens, the seat of our Uni- 
versity of Georgia. These gentlemen 
are intensely interested in the formu- 
lation of some practical plan for the 
improvement of educational conditions 
in the south. 

Great results in the way of mutual 
understanding and mutual efforts- be- 
tween tne friends of the cause may 
reasonably be looked for from this 
conference. The men interested in it 
are not sceking profit from their pa- 
triotism and philanthropy. They are 
ratuer givers and doers for the benefit 
of the people. And because of ‘their 
unselfish enthusiasm they are entitled 
to be heard with respect and cooperat- 
ed with along all the sane lines that 
they Yhay suggest for the betterment 
of educational interests in the south. 

There are some errors of popular un- 
derstanding which the conference, we 
trust, will not accept as premises in 
its deliberations. One of these is that 
there is need to teach the people of 
the south the importance and value of 
popular education. No such need ex- 
ists. The great majority of our people 
understand that prop-sition as thor- 
oughly as do the people of Massachu- 
setts or New York. The basic reason 
why popular education has languished 
in the southern states is due to the 
physical and financial inability of the 
masses to have their. desires in that 
respect. No evangelist is needed to 
preach the gospel that denounces ig- 
norance and creates an appetite for 
learning to the southern people. Let 
the conference take that for granted, 
because it is emphatically true. 

Another error to be avoided is that 
a fully-rounded system of education can 
be grafted upon the southern situation 
at once. All the millions of Carnegie, 
Cecil Rhodes and the Rockefellers 
combined could not accomplish that 
miracle. The foundation, deep and 
broad, and sufficiently settled to sup- 
port such a superstructure, has not 
been laid and does not exist. The 
foundation that does exist is fragmen- 
tary and uneven. 

What the south needs is a concensus 
by the leaders of her educational opin- 
ion upon a coherent and practical plan 
of communizing the prevailing state 
Systems in the southern states. We 
need a plan of organization that shall 
be logically adapted to the needs of 
the largest number of common school 
pupils and that will be pedagogically 
consistent with the environment and 
future employments of the children of 
the people. The crying demand of the 
times .in these states is for an ade- 
quate and efficient system of primary 
schools with courses of study that will 
educate the minds, the eyes and hands 
of the greatest possible number of 
boys and girls under the self-support- 
ing age. 

The second need is a consistent cam- 
paign of education by men who know 
their theme and can discuss it with 
wisdom, power and compelling enthu- 
siasm. That campaign needs to be 
conducted, not among the common 
people, but among the educators and 
legislators of nese southcrn communi- 
ties. The people are eager to take ail 
in the way of education that the states 
will give them. The education first 
_ needed, however, is the conversion of 
many of our educators to the simpler 
ideas that the occasion demands, to 
rob them of their enthusiasm for fads 
and experiments, and in some in- 
stances their opposition to state educa- 
tional schemes; and then to indoctri- 
3 - nate our legislators with the knowl- 
- edge of the resources that are availa- 

‘dle to them and the best methods: of 
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| establishing and operating the system 
desired. 


_ If the conference will help the peo- 
ple of the south along the above indi- 
cated lines it will vindicate its states- 
manship and do a constructive work 
as noble and divinely intentioned as 
that of Nehemiah of old. 


| The Reunion at Dallas. 

From all parts of ‘thé south special 
and regular trains are bearing to the 
north Texas metropolis, Dallas, dele- 
gations of men whose histories are 
among the most remarkable in the an- 
nails of nations. These are representa- 
tives of the renmants of those stalwart 
and sublime legions “who wore the 
gray” forty years ago and girdled the 
land of their homés and their altars 
with battle-lines that held fast for four 
terrific years and required the com- 
pacted forces of two great continents 
to shatter and bring to surrender. 

History, though leaden-shod, arrives 
after all and the times are coming 
slowly but surely when the soldier of 
the gray jacket will be written down 
‘and universally read of as one of the 
most approvable patriots and heroes 
of the ages. Who cares that even yet 
the meretricious politicians of the win- 
ning side call him “rebel” or “traitor?” 
What matters it that a timid. popular- 
ity-craving sentiment yet bars him 
from ‘equal justice with those against 
whom he fought? He has faced worse 
missiles than pensidn-stuffed epithets 
and has borne more serious hardships 
that disbarment from office! 

The confederate goldier fought for 
principles that he believed were as 
right as the oracles of Holy Writ and 
all the arguments of politics and all 
the arbitraments of war can never 
change the fact. He perilled all he 
owned and life itself to sustain the 
cause that embodied to him the dear- 
est interests of his people and the 
highest obligations of patriotism—and 
mortal men have never yet done more 
in any cause that triumphed! But 
when his cause was lost the confeder- 
ate soldier did not shrink from his im- 
minent duty or shirk the sufferings, 
humiliations and privations demanded 
in the work of conforming to the new 
order of thimgs that came upon him. 
And in the past thirty-seven years he 
has wrought marvels of regeneration 
and rehabilitation in his southland un- 
til the world counts him today a 
greater hero for his victories of peace 
than for his valor and prowess in a 
fateful war. ° 

These glorious old veterans of the 
gray are gathering annually in thinner 
and more pathetic columns, but their 
people love and honor them as the 
elect of the land we love. That their 
reunion at Dallas may be full of pleas- 
ure to every one of them is the prayer 
of the whole southland.

The Case of General Miles. 

Some of the astute men of the repub- 
lican party in Washington have 
caused the president to halt in his 
angry determination to summarily re- 
tire General Miles. He has been as- 
sured by leaders who know public 
opinion better than he that such an 
act would be dangerous to his own 
popularity and to the fortunes of the 
party in the approaching campaign. If 
he heeds the sensible warnings given 
him he will keep his hands off Miles.. 

General Miles, it must be confessed, 
is a hard proposition. He possesses 
traits that are not always admirable 
and he owns a stubborn self-conceit 
that is not always pleasant. He holds 
views as to his office and its preroga- 
tives that do not always please his 
superiors. And if one of the requisi- 
tions of his position is that the general 
of the army: shall always make sure 
to be agreeable to the military and 
ethical views of those two ranking of- 
ficials, then, unquestionably General 
Miles has been a failure to that ex- 
tent. 

‘But the country at large has its 
own serious opinion of Miles, In more 
recent days they have fclt that Miles 
has been right in his criticisms of the 
Philippine campaign and in his oppo- 
sition to an imperialistic reorganiza- 
tion of the army. The result is that 
the honest masses recognize no good 
reason why Miles should be punished 
by an arbitrary retirement from the 
command of the army. Wise men have

The Crucifixion of Cuba. 

It is heralded from Washington that 
the Cuban reciprocity bill as it passed 
the house is to be “nailed to the cross” 
in the senate. As it now reads it cuts 
out the special graft by which the 
American sugar trust charges the 
masses of the country just two prices 
for the sugar used in daily consump- 
tion. 

To enact the bill as the house passed 
it will mean the death of the sugar 
trust and the opening of our ports to 
the refined sugar of the world at bed- 
rock figures. Nearly every cent thus 
saved would remain in the pockets of 
the people and amount to about 75 
cents per capita per annum, or a sav- 
ing of $3.75 a year to every family of 
five persons in the nation. To that ex- 
tent financially every voter in America 
is interested in the bill becoming law 
in its present shape. 

But we are forewarned that the su- 
gar trust, which is the largest contrib- 
utor in the country to the campaign 
funds of the republican national com- 
mittee and to the campaign expenses 
of individual republican senators and 
congressmen, is safe in the hands of 
the senate. There do not appear to be 
enough democrats and independent re- 
publicans in that body to save the bill 
from the guardsmen of the trust, and 
it is marked for defeat.

Our National Domain. 

Including our new possessions, the 
territory of the United States em- 
braces 3,690,822 square miles, or an 
area greater than the territory of the 
Roman empire under Caesar Augustus. 

But still the United States is not at 
the head of the great territorial pow- 
ers and ranks only fifth on the list. 
Great Britain comes first with 11,288,- 
277 square miles of territory; Russia 


China third with 4,234,910 square 
miles, and France fourth with 3,944,072 
square miles. 

Though the territory of continental 
France embraces only 204,072 square 
miles, her colonial possessions aggre- 
gate 2,740,000 square miles, most of 
which are in Africa. Great Britain's 
island headquarters are not much 
larger than the state of Georgia, but 
her sway extends over Africa, India, 
Australia and Canada. China’s terri- 
tory is restricted to her vast Asiatic 
domain, while Russia’s extends over 
the greater part of western Europe 
and embraces the whole of Siberia. 

Our colonial possessions are com 
paratively small, but they are scat- 
tered over both hemispheres, and when 
added to our vast continental territory 
they give us an important increment 
of strength.

Opens Senaterial Campaign in South 
Carolina on Friday. 


HE WILL SPEAK AT MANNING 


Will Make Answer to Appeal—It Is 
Said He Will Have Evidence 
To Prove Charges Made 
by Him Against 
McLaurin. 


Columbia, 8. C., April 21.—(Special.)— 
At the request of friends, Senator B. R. 
Tillman has accepted an invitation to de- 
liver an address at Manning, Clarendon 
county, Friday, April 25. Sensational de- 
velopments are expected at this meeting. 

The object of the senator’s visit to 

Clarendon is two fold, in that he will fire 
the first gun of the senatorial campaign 
and ‘make reply to charges wrought 
against him by his former friend, State 
Senator Appelt.

discharge of his duty. The resolution 
providing for this was introduced by 
CounciiIman Howell, who lives near the 
DeBray family and who is familiar with 
the widow's condition and financial needs. 
He stated that she had only $8 a month 
with which to support herself and five 
§mall children, and that the case was 
one which was most deserving. 

Councilman Key asked for the opimion 
of the city attorney on the legality of 
the resolution. Mr. Hill stated that un- 
less the case was one deserving of charity 
he did not think it would be. On the 
statement of Counciimen Howell and Hi!) 
that such was the case, the resolution 
was unanimously ndopted. 


Trustees Selected. 

Council was called upon to fill the va- 
cancies om several boards. 

The election of F. J. Paxon as trustee 
of the Carnegie lfbrary for a. term of six 
years was approved. 

Thomas J. Day, whose term “s trustee 
on the same board hari expired. ‘was 
placed in nomination by Councilman Har- 
well. He had no opposition and was 
unanimously elected. 

George M. Brown was placed in nomi- 
mation by Alderman Welch to succeed 
the bate Captain T. B. Neal as a member 
of the city sinking fund commission. The 
nomination had several seconds and Mr. 
Brown's election was unanimous. 

Mr. Brown !s ‘a prominent financier 
of the city amd is associated with manv 
well krown Atlanta concerns. He is one 
of the leading members of the First Bap- 
tist church and is prominent in all the 
affairs of his denomination. He is presi- 
dent of the Georgia Snrvings Bank and 
Trust Company, secretary of the Brady- 
Miller feed amd sale stables, president of 
the Excelsior steam laundry. trustee of 
the Georgia Baptist Orphans’ Home As- 
sociation and a mentber of the home 
mission board of the southern Baptist 
convention. Mr. Brown is the voungest 
son of the late Governor Joseph E. Brown. 
He was orn in the executive mansion 
at Mittedgeville October 5, 1865.

6id- 
ney C. Tapp, Chairman, and J. L. Ander- 
son, Vice Chairman, Atlanta, Ga.—Gen- 
tlemen: Your letter of the 17th instant 
was received by me on, the 18th, Dut at- 
tention to the details of the campaign 
has prevented my taking up the con- 
sideration of the matter contained there- 
in until today.

freight rates for the ‘commercial and 
shipping interests of the state; (7) the un- 
righteous ‘free pass’ system: (8) and 
similar evils that are known to exist in 
Georgia.’’ 

Had Mr. Guerry devoted more time to 
the discussion of the questions named in 
your letter and other matters of pubile 
interest and informed the people as t+ 
his record thereon, and offered some pra>- 
tical solution of these questions, it is 
probable that his speeches would have 
been less co1cpicuously cheracterized by 
personalities. 

though Mr. Guerry spoke over two 
hours in Atlanta recently on what he calls 
the issues of the campaign, he failed to 
explain to the people of Georgia how he

Which member of 
the legislature? The pecple are entitled 
to the names of corrupt judges and leg- 
ishators, and if he can’t ard won’t furnish 
their names, when the whole time ts his, 
wilj he when there is a division?

Transportation of Treops There $700 
Less Than to Savannah. 


RANGE WILL BE IMPROVED 


Governor Decided Question Yester- 
day — Committees from Both 
Cities Were Here—Adjutant 
Genera] Robertson and 
Staff Go to Albany. 


The stzte rifle practice and contests 
this year will be held at Macon at such 
time as the inspector general of rifle 
practice may determine. This was de- 
cited yesterday by Governor Candler af- 
ter a spirited argument in his office be- 
tween representatives of Savannah end 
Macon, both of which places were coem- 
petitors for the shoot. 

Colonel George T. Cann was here both 
as inspector general of rifle practice and 
as the representative of Savannah to 
urge the claims of that city. The com- 
mittee from Macon was composed of Colo- 
nel Nat E. Harris, one of the best known 
members of the Georgia bar; Captain R. 
Cc. Hazlehurst and Captain J. B. Corbin, 
representing the military, and L 8. Dute 
for the chamber of comrrerce, which has 
also taken a deep interest in the matter. 

Colonel Cann claimed that the expense 
of holding the shoot in Savannah would 


be very little more than in Macon, and 


that the extra cost would be more than 
compensated for in the advantages offer- . 
ed by the Avondale nange, near that city, 


He sai more than twice as much could 


be accomplished on the Savannah range 
than on that in Macon in its present con- 
As inspector of rifle practice hé 


instruction. on the Macon range unless it 
were greatly improved. é 

The Miacon committee showed that the 
cost of transportation in sending the 
troops to Macon would be $700 less than 
if they were sent to Savannah, They also 
promised that such improvements should 
be made in the range as were necessary 
for the work of the trosps, these improve- 
ments to be completed by June 1. The 
rifle contests will be held in June er July. 

in view of the great difference of expense 
and the promise of the Macon commit- 
tee to have the necessary work done on 
the Macon range, Governor Candler de- 
cided that the shoot this year should be 
held there.

Pennsylvania Supreme Court Passes 
on the Case of Lajoie. 
Philadelphia, April 21.—The supreme 
pourt today reversed the decision of the 
court of common pleas No. 5, in the case 
of Napoleon Lajoie versus the Philadel- 
hia: National League Baseball Club. 

i@ decision upholds the validity of the 
reserve clause in the National League 
teontrasts. Liajoie, who formerly played 
second base for the National League club 
in this city, signed with the Philadelphia 
American League club for the season of 
1901 and 1902. The Philadelphia ball club, 
through Treasurer John D. Rogers, enter- 
ed suit to restrain Lajoie from playing 
with the American League. The lower 
court held that the reserve clause was 
illegal and Colone} Rogers’ carried the 
case to the supreme court, where the de- 
cision. was reversed. If this decision 
stands it will affect all players who were 
subject to the reserve rule and who are 
now Diving. with the American League.

The new rules of the street car com- 
pany whi@h debar patrons of the cars 
from either riding or embarking on or 
debarking from the front platform, caused 
a@ great deal of talk yesterday among 
those who ride on the trolleys. Like 
any new departure from a custom the 
rule caused all kind of comment both 
favorable and unfavorable. When people 
become accustomed to a thing any change 
is apt to be met with adverse comment 
and the new street car rule was no ¢x- 
ception. 

The fact that under the new arrange- 
ment all passengers must get off and 
on the cars by the way of the back plat- 
form is the thing that seemed to dis- 
please the largest number of people, espe- 
cially the female part of the public. The 
fact that there is a city ordinance that 
requires tha colored people to use the 
rear end of the car and the white people 
the front, is the one thing that seems to 
make the rear end rnie most objection- 
able, especially to the ladies. Another 
feature that causes the ladies to object 
is the fact that the “‘smokers’”’ are com- 
pelled to use the*back platform and the 
ladies have to crowd out through the 
tobacco smoke. : 

“That new rule preventing passengers 
from getting on or off a car by the way of 
the front platform will never do,’”’ *“e- 
marked a lady yesterday after squeezing 
her way out by a lot of negro working 
men. “Now I was seated on the front 
seat and there was nothing in the way 
of my getting off the front end of the 
car except the new rule. The back of 
the car was filled up with a lot of negro 


laborers and the rear platform was packed 


with gentlemen smoking. It took some 
minutes, I am sure, for me to work my 
way through the full length of that car 
to say nothing of the discomfort both to 
myself and the other passengers. I am 
sure that I stepped on the feet of at least 
two men and I was doing my best to 
keep away from them. In the north 
where all the passengers can be made 
tc go to the front of the car it may rot 
be so bad, but here~where the law forces 
a part of thé travel to stay in the rear 
of the car, it will never work.”’ 

This lady seems to have expressed ‘the 
opinion of most of her sex who have 
encountered the néw rules. The fact that 
the cars now stop on the far side of the 
street crossings only has caused some 
objection, but it seems to be mainly be- 
cause it is a new rule and the people 
have not become accustomed. to it. In 
speaking of the new rules President Ark- 
wright, of the company, said vesterday: 

“There are reasons that we consider 
good for all of the rules, but if it should 
occur that they are not good rules after 
a trial, it will be an easy matter to fix 
them. for the benefit of the public. Now, 
as to the new rule about stoppins cn 
the far side of the streets. This is done 
in the first place for the sake.of uni- 
formity. All of the cars should stop 
on one side or the ether and as far as 
the company is concerned it matters very 
little which side that is. In the majority 
of the large cities, however, the far side 
is the one adopted by the car companies 
and there are many apparent reasons¢ 
why the far side seems to. be the best, 
For one thing it is very desirable to have 
the cars clear ‘the street before coming 
to a stop, and this can only be done by 
stopping on the far side. Another reason 
is that people coming up a side street may 
see a car crossing and have the oppor- 
tunity of stopping it on the far side. I 
do not believe this rule will cause any 
complaint when ‘the people become ac- 
customed to it. 

“Now, as to the rule that closes the 
front platform to the passengers. Thie 
was done for the safety of thé public 
end not for our own Conventence as you 
can readily see. The motorman hclds 
a very important posttion. The lives of 
the people in the car’as well as those 
passing Over the track are in his hands, 
and he ‘should not be intérfered with 
by crowding as ‘has been, the custom in 
the past. 

‘'The motorman is not expected to, ner 
can he watch people getting on and off 
the cars ani he must start and stop his 
car according ta the conductor’s beli. 
Of course it is often impossible for the 
conductor to see both ends of the car 
and in this way accidents often occur. 
Then people often get off the front end 


‘of a car and turn right tn front of it. 


has seen narrow es- 
capes from this causé alone. While ths 
new rule may possibly not be as con- 
venient either for the public or the com- 
pany, it is undoubtedly safer for both 
and we are going to give it a trial for 
the benefit of the public. If ft should 
prove after a fair trial that any of 
cur rules are poor ‘ones or that thev 
cause inconvenience to the public. we 
will try to arrange them to suit the 
greatest number. Relying on the public 
we recognize that we have it to please 
and take care of in the best way and 
Wwe are going to do that, if possible.” 

In the meantime the people who ride 
on the cars are getting on to the new 
order of ‘things and experience will prove 
whether the new rules are good ones or 


not.
